Science  Shapes  Society 


The  "futuristic"  era  of  ease  and  marvel  foreseen  by  many  science 
fiction  writers  is  fast  approaching  reality  in  relation  to  our  rapidly 
expanding  technology.  Science  courses  all  over  the  United  States 
similar  to  those  at  Fitchburg  High  School  are  designed  to  stimulate 
and  educate  those  envisioning  young  people  who  will  shape  the  en- 
vironment of  tomorrow. 

One  of  the  most  fascinating  and  promising  fields  to  be  developed 
is  that  of  atomic  energy.  X-ray  machines  used  for  treating  cancer, 
for  discovering  the  location  of  blood  clots,  or  for  determining  the 
extent  of  damaged  bones  are  but  a  singular  example  of  the  use  of 
atomic  rays.
